Pledges pass $2.3 


million; diocesan 
programs funded

STEWARDSHIP ’72 stood at a_ healthy 
$2,304,885 March 17 — a week before final 
pledges were to be made. 


This includes $1,966,373 toward the diocesan $2 
million goal and $338,512 raised by parishes 
above their targets which they retain. In addition 
parishes send only 75 per cent of goal to the 
diocese, keeping 25 per cent. 


Of the $2.3 million total, therefore, parishes 
reaching 75 per cent of target retain $666,598, 
leaving $1,638,287 for the diocese for education, 
seminary training, social services and parish 
loans. 


THIS IS WELL above the $1.5 million that had 
been earmarked for these needs. 


In the past week 21 more parishes reached or 
passed goal, for a total of 96. Forty others had 
reached 75 per cent, and 26 were still under 75 
per cent. 


Though final commitments are expected to be 
in by March 24, the campaign will continue for 
parishes seeking to meet target. 


FATHER WILLIAM Cooney, diocesan 
stewardship coordinator, said 32,275 gifts have 
been committed. These include 156 of $1,000 or 
more, 976 of $250 to $750 and 31,140 ‘‘all others.”’ 
In addition there were three anonymous gifts of 
$95,000 when the drive got underway. 


Two of the 20 stewardship regions have passed 
their total goals. They are region six headed by 
Father Dennis Barry, pastor of St. Martin’s 
church, La Mesa, and region 11, headed by 
Father Edmond Leonard, Our Lady of the 
Valley, Hemet.

Priests query own life style; call for bigger Church social justice role

PRIESTS AT THE Denver convention of the 
National Federation of Priests’ Councils last 
week took a hard look at themselves and their 
style of living, as: they moved into an ‘‘ac- 
countability stage’’ of deliberations. 


Father Donald Kulleck, president of the San 
Diego diocesan Priests’ Senate told the Southern 
Cross on his return that this was a ‘‘transitional 
convention where problems in justice and peace 
in the world and the Church were discussed.” 


Resolutions were passed on celibacy, the life 
style of priests, ministry to homosexuals and the 
evaluation of priests — part of an agenda which 
ranged from the Vietnam war to ex-priests, or 
“resignees.”’ 


FATHER KULLECK said that the four-day 
convention attended by 200 priests from 127 


councils was principally concerned with putting 
into effect the Rome synod’s recommendations 
on justice and peace in the world. 


“It was felt that we cannot be credible in this 
area unless we attend to injustices within the 
Church first,’’ he said. ‘‘There cannot be any 
kind of peace without justice, and there is a very 
great responsibility on the Church to work for 
that justice.” 


He said the convention overwhelmingly 
considered that there must be more ac- 
countability in the Church in general and in 
priests in particular. 


“WE PASSED A resolution calling for the 
evaluation of priests, asking that professional 
methods be employed to do so. We hope that 
bishops would participate also. Appointments 
could then be made on the basis of this 
evaluation.” 


Pastors, deans, associates, religious and laity 
would be consulted as part of the evaluation, 
which will be “positive, not negative.” 
Professional methods of accountability will be 
used. 


The priests were concerned with their life style 
in the United States with standards of living 
bordering on the affluent in some cases. Several 
priest delegates moved out of the hotel where the 
convention was held as a protest against the high 
standard of accommodation. 


(It was resolved that future conventions should 
be held at places where a religious center could 
be used instead of quality hotels.)

These are the same young people who may find a 
ten-minute homily too long, or the same message in 
religious terms tedious. So what is the Nader secret? 
Directness, plain words, facts, figures of speech and a 
touch of irony and satire which laces his message. 


Before he spoke to the students I asked Ralph Nader 
whether he would interpret the ills of our society as 
lowered moral standards 
and scruples on the part 
of everyone - consumer 
and big business alike. 


He readily agreed. 
“Consumers wallow in 
their own victimization,” 
was his graphic reply. 
“They want instant 
gratification’ and so put 
up with goods which they 
know may even be 
harmful to health, just to 
satisfy their ‘‘needs.”’ 


I also asked him 
whether he had thought of 
investigating the Church. 
“Tl leave that to Paul 
Blanshard,” he smiled, 
harking back a few years.

Citizenship on the job 


Nader challenged his audience to act, not to let 
natural apathy take over. ‘“You’ve got to practice on- 
the-job citizenship,’’ he said. “‘You can’t be a Christian 
if you preclude yourself from ethical whistle- 
blowing.”” Here he referred to those who cry out at 
injustice or malpractice or unethical conduct 
anywhere. 


For those who stay silent while their company, or 
other allegiance practices criminal negligence or 
other wrong doing, he has another label — a moral 
neuter. ““You’ve performed a non-surgical lobotomy.”’ 


He warned the students they couldn’t change the 
world overnight. ‘‘I remember one group active in 
pollution who complained that after working for seven 
weekends on a giant steel plant, they were still 
polluting.”’ 


This evangelist of consumer and ecology causes has. 


perhaps shown us all a way to come to grips with our 
consciences in this day of “‘justice and peace.” The 
answer: ‘Do something. Don’t just sit and moan 
about it.” 


By the way, the runner-up in audience size to Nader 
at More Hall was about three years ago when the then 
candidate Senator Alan Cranston spoke to about 600. 
Congressman Bob Wilson in the same election year 
drew 30.

The images of God 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were 
talking... about images of God and the 
interesting, unusual and sometimes 
bizarre symbolism our imaginations 
conjure to reduce God to conceivable 
form. 


A favorite exercise of religious 
educators is to pose the question ‘‘What 
is your concept of God? What image is 
foremost in your mind when you 
pray?” Judging by the frequent lack of 
visible response, most people must 
pray to a void! 


Among those prepared to share their 
vision of God, some rather odd 
revelations occur. To products of the 
“old regime’ the Almighty. hides 
behind the bearded ancient seated on a 
clouded throne, scepter and orb in 
hand. 


MORE ENLIGHTENED souls 
visualize a ‘‘great light,” a ‘‘shining 
glow,” a feeling of warmth and in- 
timacy. A good parental relationship 
usually accounts, predictably, for the 
identification of God as _ beloved 
Father, or patiently avuncular. 


If, as some writers claim, we make 
God in our own image and likeness, 
where does that leave the ladies who 
see Him as a field of flowers or, believe 
it or not, a golden lion? 


It is, of course, terribly unfair to 
demand an explicit description of what 
in truth is a relationship both com- 
prehensive and incomprehensible for 
most of us. 


IT IS LIKE ASKING for a definition 
of love. Whatever we say will have the 
element of truth in it for us, but it will 
not be all the truth either for us or for 
others. 


We may define love as tenderness, 
kindness, acceptance, compassion and 
so on. It is all this, but it is more. A 
great deal more. 


God may mean the stars, the moon, 
the trees, the ocean and a multitude of 
other things to us and He will be in all of 
these. He may represent gentleness

and strength, patience and generosity, 
all the great virtues. Certainly he is all 
of that, too. 


BUT THEY ARE not God. Nor is love 
any one or any combination of the 
qualities we ascribe to it. There is no 
way to express fully or accurately what 
God means to each of us. Nor is there a 
way to define precisely what love is for 
us. 


Perhaps that is what John the 
Evangelist was thinking when he said: 
“God is love.”” Assuredly, as we come 
to know God we come to learn of love. 
Conversely, as we learn to love, we 
come to know God. God is love and love 
is indefinable. 


God Himself found no other words to 
convey to Moses the proof of his 
identity other than ‘I am who am.’’ 
And that, I think, proves the point. 
There is a communication surpassing 
words. A conceptualization beyond 
imagery. 


BUT THERE IS value in tantalizing 
our minds. There is value in attempting 
to crystallize our nebulous yearnings 
towards God. Our spiritual life may 
exist comfortably on the sensory, 
emotive plan, but growth demands that 
we push against the frontiers of the 
mind. 


As each new frontier is demolished, 
each old concept revealed inadequate, 
the soul launches into a conquest of 
inner space, the expanding infinite 
universe of God. 


Each of us has our own moon of 
awareness and awakening to reach; 
our own Mars of trust and openness to 
stretch toward. 


BEYOND THAT lies the whole un- 
vanquished space of self to be over- 
come before we inherit the mysteries 
and revelation of a world which we, in 
our ignorance, cannot even dream of. 


“Eye has not seen, ear has not heard, 
nor has it so much as dawned upon 
man, what God has prepared for those 
who love him.’’

Priests query life style; call for social justice

Society’s recommendations (SC Feb. 10). 


Celibacy: Continue to pursue change in the celibacy law. 
To seek the necessary indults to be able to ordain married 
men where necessary and to co-sponsor with the Canon Law 
Society the transition from celibate clergy to married men 
who become priests and eventually to priests who have 
become married. (The San Diego delegates did not support 
this resolution. ) 


Women in ministry: Convention supported a proposal that 
women be admitted to the diaconate, and acknowledged 
the fact that many women are already performing diaconal 
duties. 

Homosexuality: That the Church’s ministry to 
homosexuals is ‘‘practically invisible’ and that the NFPC 
should set up a task force to develop a model for ministry to 
homosexuals. 

Former priests: That each local senate should establish a 
committee to remain in contact with ‘‘resignees’’ and their 
wives and to pursue ways in which their expertise and ser- 
vice for the people of God could be used. : 


Peace and justice: Each senate to identify local problem 
and report. The NFPC committee condemned the spread of 
liberal abortion laws and urged all priests and senates to 
pursue the establishment of financial, social and 
psychological aid to persons who seek abortion. 

Death penalty; Favored abolition. 

Fraternal clubs: Clubs such as Elks, Moose and Eagle be 
asked to declare themselves open to all without racial 
discrimination. 

Vietnam war: Voiced strong opposition to the current air 
bombardment by United States in Indochina. NFPC reaf-

to address themselves to the ‘‘automated air war.” 

In other business the NFPC, which represents priests’ 
senates and councils throughout the country, supported the 
cultural center being established in San Antonio, Texas, for 
Mexican-Americans. 

It condemned colonization still existing in Africa and 
United States foreign policy where it becomes _neo- 
colonialism, supported the bishops’ statement on amnesty, 
but not the need for alternate service. 

IN REFERENCE to the trial now proceeding at 
Harrisburg, Pa., the NFPC gave ‘‘public acknowledgement”’ 
of the ‘‘debt’’ to the Berrigan brothers and others who ‘‘have 
shown opposition to the Vietnam war and have given non- 
violent witness.”

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
(RNS) — A spokesman for 
the U.S. Catholic bishops 
accused a Presidential 
commission on population 
growth of _ sidestepping 
“basic ethical questions”’ on 


the fact that after two years 
of research and _ intensive 
discussion, the commission 
finds itself unable or un- 
willing to present a clear and 
complete report to the 
American people,”’ the USCC 
official said. 


He maintained that the 
procedure of periodic press 
conferences to release the 
reports ‘“‘indicates that the 
commission seems more 
concerned with molding 
public opinion than with 
objective research.”’ 


the dignity of man and of 
launching a “‘carefully or- 
chestrated program’’ for 
population control. 

Msgr. James T. McHugh, 
director of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference’s family life 
division, charged the 
commission with defining 
“quality of life in terms of 
the number of people rather 
than in terms of man’s view 
of himself as a person, and 
the social, cultural and 
religious values that we 
commonly associate with the 
dignity of man.” 

The statement came in 
response to a report issued 
March 11 by the Commission 
on Population Growth and 
the American Future. 

THE COMMISSION, a 24- 
member panel created by 
Mr. Nixon in March, 1970, 
and headed by John D. 
Rockefeller III, called for a 
deliberate government 
policy on population growth, 
maintaining that the birth 
_ rate must be curtailed and 
then brought to a gradual 
halt. 

The report by the com- 
mission was the first of three 
and dealt mainly with the 
quality of life. Later reports 
are expected to confront 
more volatile issues, in- 
cluding legalized abortion. 

Msgr. McHugh, in 
challenging the procedures 
used in releasing piecemeal 
the results of the two-year 
study, said a problem of 
credibility was created in 
regard to the substance of 
the report.

MARTIN BUBER by Aubrey Hodes. 
N.Y., Viking Press. 242 pages. $7.95 


Aubrey Hodes was born in South Africa, 
and educated at the University of Cape 
Town. In 1949 he went.to Israel, working as a 
shepherd on a kibbutz and translating books 
from Hebrew to English. 


In 1953, at the age of 25, he knocked on 
Martin Buber’s door on an impulse, seeking 
advice about a-personal matter. 


From that time until -Buber’s death in 
1965, Mr. Hodes visited the great man often 
and has recorded many of their con- 
versations in this book. 


Many of Buber’s written works are dif- 
ficult to understand. And here is the value of 
this particular. book: it introduces the 
reader to basic themes of Buber’s 
philosophy and provides the illumination 
and background for a perusal of better 
known books, especially I and Thou. 


Martin Buber is recommended for those 
who have always wanted to read him but 
have been afraid to.

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AS OTHERS SEE US by _ Irving 
Sussman. N.Y., Sheed and Ward. 266 
pages. $7.50 : 

Hollywood and television have produced a 
wide variety of priest images, from Going 
My Way and The Bells of St. Mary’s to the 
recently cancelled Sarge. Literature, 
however, through the centuries has 
produced a mountain of material on 
clergymen as saints and villains. 

Irving Sussman takes us on a pilgrimage 
through all these works to show us how great 
artists have portrayed rabbis, priests and 
ministers. It isn’t always very flattering, 
and it’s frequently humorous. 

Chaucer and Shakespeare, of course, have 
given classical examples of how their age 
viewed the priest. Prescott, Melville and 
Ibsen have contributed to the tradition. 

Probably Graham Greene’s portrayal of 
the whiskey priest is the most familiar. It is 


a picture of a very human person with a 


vocation, a cross and a problem. 
As Others See Us can be recommended for 
all readers with a good literary background.
